The total is incredibly high 
I or merely the period 
since the war began, it is estimated by economists to be it 
Inast half a million. 
I hat covers a lot of manpower, a lot of jobs, a lot of 
wasted capital. 
It is small business which has been taking the bumps 
under the New Deal. 
I he draft alone, in some cases, was 
enough to close its doors. 
I rick labor laws, priorities, ra­ 
tioning, income and other tax requirements, the sheer 
weight of New I )eal red tape— these have bern more than 
enough to account for the rest. 
Larger firms have had operating margins to enable 
them to hire accountants, lawyers, representatives at 
Washington; to fall back on various expedients to pre­ 
vent a complete take-over by the government. 
But the smaller houses and businessmen were not 
equal to meet the demands. 
I hey went under by the 
thousands. 
And as they were going under, they had the pleasure, 
if they wished, of listening to suc h New Dealers as Harry J 
I lopkins, Henry W allace, Jim m y Byrnes and others m ake1 
speeches about how much the New I bought boys love 
Small Business, free enterprise and individual initiative. 
I he problem already is acute to the small business­ 
men who would like to stay in business, and to many civ­ 
ilians who would like to set up enterprises in the future. 
It is made more urgent by the fact that so many returning 
soldiers would like to run businesses of their own, rather 
than work for someone else. 
It is a peculiarity of the G. I. Law that while em­ 
ployes get quite a bit of protection, little tangible aid is 
offered those who seek to open new businesses and there­ 
fore create new jobs— the men who want to set up or re­ 
sume business operations. 
Many a veteran already has run smack against the 
fact that while the government makes it easy for him to 
join a union and get a job in someone else s factory, the 
bureaucrats make it almost impossible for him to start an 
enterprise of his own. 
I he truth is that the New Dealers have used the W a r 
as a pretext to seize control over man-power, money, 
materials and markets; that they want to keep their po­ 
litical fingers on those controls; and that no one except 
Congress or the President c an break their hold. 
President I ruman, unfortunately, is siding with the 
bureaucrats. 
Congress is trying— but it needs much more backing 
from the public. 
I wo examples of where the resistance comes from: 
Erie Johnson recently urged that we prepare at once 
Ito help a million new small business houses to open dur­ 
ing reconversion. Henry W allace promptly declared that 
allowing more than half that number to open would he 
dangerous.” 
Again, Senator George, Georgia Democrat, called 
for an incentive cut in business taxes to encourage venture 
<apital— principally, of course, in small business; Presi­ 
dent Truman immediately put the kibosh on the sugges­ 
tion, and declared that the present tax structure is here to 
stay, for the duration, at least. 
Here are the two outstanding New Deal candidates 
for the next term as President— Truman and W allace— 
both opposing suggestions aimed at giving Mr. Little 
Businessman a chance for his white alley. 
Unless we are to head into an era of only large busi­ 
nesses, and those partly subsidized by the government, 
some of the controls and restrictions on small business 
must be relaxed. 
Freedom, by any definition, certainly includes tile 
right of a man to save his money and set up his own busi­ 
ness, so long as he conducts it with due regard to the rights 
and interests of others.
